Form Coalition to Defeat Bill 
Aiding The Farmers

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Amid 
scenes of great disorder and con-= 
jeueton, a coalition of administra= 


*;tion Republicans and conservative 


Democrats today defeated’ the 
Haugen form subs‘dy bill by a 
212 to 167 in the House 
today. ; 

Prospects of Congress passing 
legislation to ad hard-pressed ag- 
riculture were thus deaft a crush- 
ing blow. Republican leaders, how- 
ever, declared that there still is 
[a possibility of relief legislation 
| being enacted, depending upon 
act;on taken by the Senate. 

All proposals savoring of sub- 
sidy for agriculture were doomed 
to failure by the House decision 
today. -Legisiation along the line 
| supported by President Coolidge 
providing -governmental aid to 
Farmer's Cooperative Associations 
through liberal credit to market 
their crops appears to be the 
most the fanmers can expect. 


Opponents of the Haugen bill, 
which had the backing of ‘Rep= 
resentatives from the agriculture 
regions of the middle west and a 
sprinkling of Democrats, made 
their first thrust at the bill in an 
attempt to have it sent back to 
the agriculure committee. for fur- 
ther consideration. This was voted 
down, 200 to 182. 

Reps. Tinvher, (R.) of Kansas, 
and Aswell (D.) of I suisiana, 
withdrew their bills in order to 
permit a. show-down on the Hau- 
gen measure. 

Offering the motion to send -it 
back to committee, Rep. Madden, 
(R.) of. Hlinois, argued that the 
committee should have another op» 
portunity. to perfect a bill. Rep. 
Tilson of Connecticut, Republican 
floor leader, supported that move. 

Farm ‘blec representatives fought 
this move, with bitter arraignment 
of the Republican leaders. Reps. 
Dowell (R.) and Rainseyer, (R.) 
branded it as “an attempt to kill 
the bill by knifing it in the 
back.” é 

The vote onthe Haugen bill 
showed 121 Republicans, 89 Demo- 
crats and two Socidlists,. Laguar- 
dia of New York, and Berger 
of Wisconsin, against it. 

Voting for the bill were 98 Re- 
publicans, 66 Democrats and three 
Farmer Laborites. , 

Provided in the Haugen bill was 
$175,000,000 ‘to aid farmers in an 
attempt to stabilize prices through 
orderly marketing of their sur« 
plus crops. age 

Cotton growers would have re= 
ceived $75,000,000 not to be re- 
paid if the experiment failed. An 
“equalization fee” not” exceeding 
$2 «a bale was to be levied on 
cotton two years after passage of 
the bill to repay future loans. 

The remain’ng $100,000,000 was 
for other agricultural commodities. 
n “equalization fee” t6/ be levied 
n commodities as they passed in- 
to market was Proposed to repay 
government loans. 

An attempt by Aswell to have 
his bill substituted for the Haugen 
bill was howled down, Speaker 
Longworth’ ruled that neither the 
Aswell nor Tincher bill could. be 
offered as substitutes in the House 
since they were not germane. 

The Aswell and Tincher bills 
were thus left on the House cal- 
endar. Farm bloc leaders were 
not disposed tonight to urge pass- 
age either. Rep. Dickinson(R.) of 
Towa, declared:

Noted Bathtub 
Wine. Party Is 
Aired In Court 


Joyce Hawley is. Identified as 
The Girl who Took the Bath 
In the “Champagne”’

NEW YORK, May 21—The hu- 
man cherry that trimmed the bath- 
tub wine cocktail. at Earl Carroll's 
famous party on Washington's 
birthday was identified in court to- 
day as Joyce Hawley. 

Carroll is on trial in Federal 
Court on charges of perjury be- 


cause he told the Grand =§ Jury 
there was neither wine nor a mer- 
maid in the tub. 

But four witnesses told a dif- 


ferent story today. ‘They were all 
members of the staff of the Daily 


Mirror who had attended the most 


celebrated party ever given on 
Broadway. 
Arthur F. lfwin told the story of 


how’ Miss Hawley got into the tub 
which he said contained champagne. 

“The tub was moved to the cen- 
ter of the stage and a chair was 
placed in front of it,’ "he testified. 
“Then a girl came out of the wings 
to the chair. Some one was carry- 
ing a cloak in front of her. Behind 


the cloak she took off her skirt 
or chemise and got into the tub.” 

“Who held the cloak?" he was 
asked. 

“Mr: Carroll.” 

“What is the name of the girl 
who got in the tub?" 

“Joyee Hawley.” 

“How much of Miss Hawley's 
body could you see after she got 
in the tub.” 

“Irom a little beiow her shoul- 
ders up.” 


“Then did Mr. Carroll make any 
statement?” 

“The line forms to. the 
gentlemen. Step right up.’" 
“Then what happened?” 
“Fifteen or twenty men stepped 
up and they each took a drink 
from the contents of the tub.” 
Irwin testified that 660 quarts 
of Wine must have béen used to 
fill the tub. At present prices that 
would be $6,000 worth of wine. 

The defense ' used this point to 
argue that it was not wine in the 
tub. 

Philip A. Payné, managing editor 
of the Mirror was the -principal 
witness of the day. He testified 
that he went to the theatre to see 
the Countess Cathcart ‘about her 
story, as he was about to leave 
Carroll stopped ‘him and said: 
“Don't go, I am going to put‘on 
a wow of a stunt: I am) going, to 
havea girl take a*bath ina tub 
of wine.” 

“Mr, Payne’ said he asked Mr. 
Carroll if he might print the story 
about it and was told to “go as 
far as you like.” He said ‘that: a 
few days after he had printed the 
story he called up Mr. Carroli and 
asked him why he was denying it. 
“Carroll said he was forced to 
deny it because it got him into 
trouble,” the w*tfiess said. He 
added that later Carroll asked him 


right, 


to “lay off’ because he was in 
trouble. 

“You attended this patty as an 
invited guest, didn't you?" Payne 


was asked. 

“No, I went as a reporter, I go 
everywhere, first, last and all the 
time as a reporter.” 

He denied ‘that he had received 
instructions from hig publisher to 
drop publication of stories about 
the party. 

He was handed a batch of tele- 
grams including one from Carroll 
to his publisher asking him to have 
the bath tub stories stopped. 

Payne looked through the papers 
and said: 

“I don't know whether it was 
intended that I should see these 
reports or not—but I have reports 
too on Mr. Carroll.” 

“You are a dangerous man to 
invite to parties, are you not?” he 
was asked. 

“Perhaps to parties such as your 
friends might give,” Payne repliea, 
“but«my hosts have no reason to 
fear inviting me.” 

Robert Coleman testified that he 
had two drinks at the party’ and 
had seen Miss Hawley step nude 
into the tub. , 

Paul Lubben gave similar testi- 
mony. 

Attorneys haggled, considerably 
over the nature of the liquid in 
the tub, Carroll is -contending it 
was ginger ale, there were long 
discussions on the color and, the 
taste, with Carrolls attorneys striv- 
ing to. confuse the witmesaés. 

The trial will be continued next 
Monday.

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The great falls of Niagara—more 
commonly -known as the nation’s 
honeymoon center—go on record as 
the world’s loudest and most consist- 
ent noisemaker, according to a series 
of scientific tests made recently. 

Furthermore, noise at this honey- 
moon center never dies. It persists 
thruout the twenty-four hours, while 
man-made noise at our metropolitan 
centers maintains something of a 
union scale—that is, from 9 A. M. to 
5 P.M, 

The noisiest parts of the falls were 
found to be at the foot.of the Ameri- 
can Falls, directly below Prospect 
Point, and at the ice mountain in 
front of the waterfall of the Cave of 
the Winds, The quietest spot —and 
incidentally not so very quiet — was 
found to be at Terrapin Point on 
Goat Island. 

The survey, made by investigators 
from the Scientific Equipment Divi- 
sion of the Graybar Electric Com- 
pany, is similar to a noise test made 
recently in New York City. The in- 
strument used is known as a West- 
ern Electric audiometer, which meas- 
ures noise in sound units and is fre-

quently employed in testing the hear- 
ing of partially deaf people. 


The two record-breaking spots at 
Niagara registered 70 units of noise 


as compared with 55 units at Manhat- 


tan’s noisiest intersection, 34th Street 
and Sixth Avenue. The next noisiest 
spot was located at the tip of Goat 
Island, at the head of the Cave of the 
Wind falls. Noise measurement here 
was 60 units. 

Other noise tests made at the point 
of Luna Island, at the American Rap- 
ids and at the head of the Canadian 
Horseshoe Falls, showed these sec- 
tions somewhat quieter than those al- 
ready cited. The audiometer at each 
of these points recorded 55 units.

i MADE IN SETTLING WAR DEBTS 


_ From The Monthly Bank Letter For May Issued by The National City Bank of New York. 


Events of patamount interest in 
{urthering the restoration of sound 
fconomic conditions throughout the 
world has been the progress made dur- 
ng the past month in settling the 
jebts owed by various European Gov- 
ernments to the United States. On 
April 30 an agreement between the 
American Debt Commission and. Am- 
bassador Berenger for the funding of 
the French debt was announced, and 
juring the month Congress ratified 
the agreements concluded between rep- 
resentatives of the United States and 
[taly, Belgium, Czecho-Slovakia, Es- 
thonia, Rumania, and Latvia for the 
funding of the debts of those Govern- 
ments to this country. These are 
gratifying results, and for those na- 
tions with whom the settlements have 
been ratified, clear away a subject of 
controversy and enable them to plan 
definitely for the management of 
their finances. 


In the case of the French debt, the 


; compact to be finally binding must be 


ratified both by the United States 
Congress and the French Parliament. 
According to press reports, $6,847,- 
674,104 is:to be paid over a period 
of 62 years, or approximately $627,- 
000,000 more than was called for by 
the terms of the Caillaux offer made 
last October. Payments are to be 
made in installments of $30,000,000 
for the first and second years, $32,- 
500;000 for the third and fourth 
years, and $35,000,000 for the fifth 
year, thegeafter rising to a maximum 
of $125,000,000 in the seventeenth 
year, at which level they Continue 
until-the final year when there is a 
payment of $117,674,104. 

During the first five fs no in- 
terest is charged, and afte that the 
rate averages about 1. per cent. 
Reckoning money as worth 4% per 
cent, the present day value of the 
aggregate payments to be made over 
62 years is slightly over 50 per cent 
of the principal of the debt funded, 
compared with 26 per cent in the 
Italian agreement and 78 per cent in 
the British agreement.

PARIS, May 21.—The freedom 
of the seas in general, but the| 
freedom of the Mediterranean in’ 
particular, is becoming an object | 
of anxious concern to the French 
‘government. English control of 
the Suez and Gibraltar has already | 
turned the Mediterranean into a’ 
potential British lake. 


Now Mussolini is talking vag-; 
uely of Italy’s future on the sea, 
and backed up his words by cross- | 
ing the Mediterranean. His talk | 
may be vague, but the Italian dic- 
tator’s program has proven to be} 
most precise. While shipyards all 
over the world are nearly silent, 
the Italian dry docks are crowded 
with swarming workmen, who are 
translating the phrase of Italy’s 
future on the sea into facts. 

France, who’s national life has | 
come to depend upon keeping open 
the ship lanes between Marseilles, 
Toulon and Africa, is frankly wor- 
ried. Pessimists see the dark 
clouds of a naval war gathering 
over the Mediterranean, and France 
not only has no inclination to 
tight, but she is almost hopelessly 
unprepared. 

“There is nothing more interna- 
tional than the sea. It belongs 
to all alike.” This is the opinion 
of former premier George Leygues, 
now minister of the Navy, express. 
ed in an interview. “Nobody has 
the right:to say: “This sea _ is 
mine.” The sea has no boundary 
lines.” 

French naval eyperts are in a 
quandary. They apparently don’t 
know “wheather France’s interests 
Gicti1e a close co-operation with 
Erxland in ths Mediterranean 
against Italy, or the cpposite..

face of the debts, the principle being 
recognized that agreements should be 
on the basis of the debtor’s capacity 
to pay, taking account of practical 
considerations, as business men would 
deal with a debtor under like circym- 
stances. ‘All of the adjustments are 
with a view of affording industryand 
trade opportunity to function as nor- 
mally as possible, for upon this de- 
pends the successful operation of all 
plans and the hope of general prog- 
perity for debtor and creditor alike. 


Need for Debt Settlement 


On the general question of. the 
war debts, there has been a vast 
amount of controversy. It is per- 
fectly hopeless, however, to think 
that in regard to relative interests 
in the war or relative obligations in 
sharing the costs the people of the 
associated countries ever will think 
the same. The discussion upon that 
phase of the subject might go on 
with nothing but mutual irritation 
until the last survivor of this gen- 
eration had passed away, and be 
renewed by the decendants; fur- 
thermore, it is not the practical 
phase. 


The matter of real importance 
now is not how the war originated, 
who was most vitally threatened 
or who ought to ‘pay the costs; alli 
the world is now interested in re- 
gaining prosperity. The question 
of whether the debts are to be paid 
or cancelled is not so important to 
either debtors or creditors as that 
the_massés of the people shall have 
employment, with pay sufficient to 
enable them to buy and consume 
each other’s products, and that to 
this end monetary systems and ex- 
changes shall be stabilized and trade 
given opportunity to move freely. 
This requires that governmental 
finances shall be put in order, that 
national credit shall be re-estab- 
lished, that the liabilities of nations 
shall be definitely determined and 
covered by revenues, that taxation 
shall be neither so heavy upon busi- 
ness as to paralyze development nor 
so heavy upon the masses as to 
unduly restrict consumption and 
trade. 


The world needs a restoration of 
order in its affairs. The people of 
the United States are more inter- 
ested in current trade than in get- 
ting the last possible dollar in debt 
settlements, which of necessity ar- 
range for payments a half century 
hence. Secretary Mellon has ex- 
pressed this: opinion with particular 


reference to exports of farm prod- 


ucts. Unquestionably prosperity in 
Europe would increase the demand 
for our meat products, which afford 
the most practical means of dis- 
posing of our surplus corn, and the 
south is facing the need of a larger 
outlet for'¢otton. In the five fiscal 
age ended June 30, 1914, our year- 
Y average export of cotton was 
8,532,000 bales, and for the five 
years ended June 30, 1925, 6,638,000 
bales, while under normal condi- 
tions there should have been a con- 
siderable increase, for not only does 
an increased population require a 
corresponding increase in supply, 
but with a normal rise in the stan- 
dard of living there is an increased 
per capita demand. The cotton 
market has been declining in recent 
months because of accumulating 
stocks and diminishing exports. The 
latter _ signify unsatisfactory trade 
caditions over the world, 


The Example of Reparations 


The deadlock over reparations, 
which lasted from 1919 to 1924, 
teaches a most pertinent lesson up- 
on the debt settlements. It was 
not until the allied governments 
quit figuring on the losses which 
had to be reimbursed, quit arguing 
for the justice of their claims, and 
agreed to the appointment of an 
independent commission to find out 
how much it was practical for Ger- 
mi®@y to pay, that any real progress 
toward the solution of the repara- 
tions problem was made... 

The Dawes Commission laid 
down certain principles. It said 
that not only was it impossible for 
the reparations to be paid in gold, 
but that the alfies, with such other 
nations as would cooperate, must 
lend Germany sufficient gold to 
serve as the foundation of a stable 


Terror of All 
Future Battles

LONDON, May 21.—‘‘The fight- 


ing aeroplane of the future will 


resemble the submarine; it will 
penetrate to heights hitherto. un- 
dreamed of, and to -enable the 
pilot to resist the low temperature 
and rarified atmosphere he will 
special suit and be en- 
tirely enclosed within the plane, 
as are a crew of the. submarine 
below the water.” 


Such is the statement of Lt. 
Colonel P. T. Etherton, the officer 
commanding the London Anti Air- 
craft Brigade. 


“A hostile air fleet,’ contnues 
Colonel Etherton, “from  where- 
ever it started over the continent, 
could be over England within cne 
to four hours and could bomb 
London even though the attacks 
were unable to spot a single house 
within the city. ; 

__ “Developments in detection and 
the location of giving positions 
from the air are reaching such a 
stage that it is immaterial whether 
the traget is in view or con- 
cealed. 

Sound Locaters 

“Indeed the menacing sound of 
the giant aeroplanes as_ they 
sweep over-head would be _ heard 
only by the sound locators, in- 
struments so delicately turned 
that they are capable of detecting 
approach of enemy aircraft at 
Even with such 
appliance at our command _ the 
elements of surprise is not 
eliminated.

Chemicai Warfare 


Colonel Etherton also deciares| 
that chemical warfare has now 
reached such a stage that an area 
can be impregnated with a cer- 
tain noxious gas that will blind 
troops within a few seconds of 
contract with it. The most sinis- 
ter feature about this new devel- 
opment is that troops'may enter 
the area and only when they have 
done so will the blinding effects 
‘fanifest themselves. This would 
mean total. incapacity both moral 
and physicial.
